village of Louvemont and the forti- 
fied positions to the east thereof.

the High road from Paris to Metz. 


"We are pursuing the retreating 


enemy," the statement says. 


Fort Douaumont lies four 
miles 


northeast of Verdun. It is one 
of 


nearly a score of forts circling Ver- 
dun and is situated just to the north 
of the railroad running east from 
the city of Metz. 


Douaumont is one of a cluster of 


seven forts protecting Verdun from 
the east. Forts Do Saiiville, De Tav-

Our Navy a C^itury Ago. 


One hundred years ago the 


force of the United States on the At- 
lantic coast consisted of thirty-three 
vessels, twenty-seven of which were 
In commission. 
Among them were a 


dozen great ships, first class frigates 
and sloops of war, some of them car- 
rying as many as seventy-four guns 
each. They were all sailing vessels. 
The era of the steam warship, how- 
ver, was close at hand. With the aid 
of an appropriation from congress 
there was now Hearing completion a 
•floating steam battery," designed by 
Robert Fnlton. This ship, which was 
aunched a few months later, was the 
first steam war vessel ever built and 
was destined to revolutionize the meth- 
ods of naval warfare throughout the 
world.—Exchange.

Guard. 


( Philadelphia Record )

of. There is no Constitutional diffi- 
cult} in the wav of the Federaliza- 
tion of the militia. 
Indeed, except 
For the right reserved to the States 
to 
appoint 
militia 
officers, 
the 


militia is completely under the con- 
trol of Congress. Congress alone ha; 
authority to provide the organization 
for the militia and for calling it into 
the service of the United States 
By 


prescribing 
the 
qualifications 
for 


militia officers Congress can even 
control the appointments 


But the force known 
the Na- 


tional Guard is not the militia of the 
Constitution. 
On the contrary, the 


independent 
companies, 
battalions 


and troops, which have grown to be 
the National Guard, were originally 
formed by way of protest against the 
inefficiency of the militia as organ- 
ized and trained under the direction 
of Congress. These independent com- 
panies, battalions and troops ulti- 
ately obtained 
official 
rerognition 


from the 
State 
governments and 


assembled into regiments, brigades 
and 
divisions 
under 
svstems of 


military laws differing in each State. 
The State laws prescribed terms of 
enlistment and conditions of service 
which took the forces entirely out of 
Lhe control 
of 
Congress,, making 


them in effect State troops and going 
so far as to authorize 
their Gov- 


irnors to disband any part 
of 
the 


force. 


While 
Congress 
unquestionably 


has the 
power 
to Federalize the 


militia "body and soul," its right 
:o take control of, and 
oust 
the 


States from 
authority over. State 


forces, corresponding in few if any 
respects with the enrolled militia of 
;he Constitution, is by no

clear. There is a possibility of a con-

it is necessary to form some estimate 
of the importance, real or assumed, 
of the submarine campaign, and the 
possibility of making it conform to 
international law.

a vested British right.

enemy; it is England's rteht to ev>r

power. Therefore what- 


ever conduces to throttling an ene- 
my is right. Such is 
the

logic of the navalists. and it makes 
the position of Mr. Asquith's gov- 
ernment very difficult. 


Germany, as 
Britain's new rival 


at sea. not merely resents that claim 
with great bitterness, but asserts a 
counter-claim of somewhat the same 
sort in behalf of a vested, right of 
its own. namely, that phase of kul- 
tur which \\e call efficiency.

that 


"England's sword drawn from the 
sea," as one writer calls sea power,

On Mnrch 14. 1814, the congress of 


the United States appropriated the 
sum of $320,000 for the construction of 
a war vessel in the shape of n "flout- 
ing battery," designed by Robert Ful- 
ton. This battery was intended to be a 
deadly affair, for it was-.planned to 
shoot scalding water and redhot can- 
non balls at the enemy. This was the 
Brat steam war vessel built by the 
American government She was Chris- 
tened the Demologas, but after the de- 
signer's death'her name was changed 
to the Fulton In his honor. She was 
launched Oct. 29, 1814. but her engine 
was not put in until the following May. 
By that time the war of 1812 was over, 
and the terrible battleship never got a 
chance to squirt hot water at the Brit- 
ish naw.—Argonaut

Inspector B. W. Harrington reported 
to the board of administration today 
that thousands of victims of th« drug 
habit in Ohio are slowly dying be- 
cause state and national laws have 
shut off the supply of drugs and they, 
cannot get proper medical treatment 
to cure them. 


He made this statement in con- 


nection with an appeal for the board 
to open up the new Lima state hos- 
pital for criminal insane to receive 
drug, victim? for treatment and cure.. 
There is room In the Lima institu- 
tion for 1,000 he said,-and the super- 
intendent, Dr. C. H. Clark is willing 
to fare for that many patients. Oov. 
Willis gave impetus to the proposal 
by expressing his regret that there 
are no better public means of caring 
for drug victims. "Something should 
be done for them," said the gover- 
nor. "I am immensely sorry for the 
men and women who would lik§ to 
be cured but who can't afford treat- 
ment in private sanitariums." 


The board of administration will 


consider 
the 
question ' seriously, 


members said, and ascertain wheth- 
er it has the legal right to permit 
•probate courts to send- drug 
users 


direct to the institution without ad- 
judging them either insane or crim- 
inal.

one physician in each of the larger 
cities to administer doses of drugs 
fo habitual users who he thinks must 
have them, the smaller cities 
and

Ballads as Newspapers. 


The ballad, or that form of jit wblcb 


is associated with the broadside, was 
one predecessor of the newspaper as a 
commentator on events. It was writ- 
ten for the people and sold to the peo- 
ple. Printed on poor paper and passed 
from hand to band, copies of early bal- 
lads were seldom preserved. 
Fortu- 


nately several men of the seventeenth 
century began to make collections of 
ballad*, and the copies of broadsides 
printed before 1700 tbat are now in ex- 
istence are supposed to number about 
10,000. 
Soon* after 1700 the printed 


form of the ballad was changed, the 
"black letter" disappearing, but the 
ballad continued as a chronicler of hap- 
penings and a commentator on politi- 
cal, military and other public events 
until tbe middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury and in the United States as well 
as England. The "topical" song of to- 
day perpetuates tbe satirical function 
of the ballad.—Springfield Republican.

Belgian Kongo, founded thirty years 


ago, is still in the early stage of devel- 
opment. So far practically no manu- 
facturing industries have yet been es- 
tablished, and, aside from the impor- 
tant copper mines in the Katanga dis- 
trict, the only large industrial enter- 
prises are tbe railways and river trans- 
portation services. It may be said that 
all business activities in the colony are 
devoted to the collection of tropical 
products—rubber, ivory, gum copal, 
palm oil and kernels, cacao, etc.—and 
the railway and river services are in 
reality only accessories ip these activi- 
ties, having been established primarily 
to aid in the transportation of these 
products to the seaports. The gather- 
ing of rubber in Kongo has never re- 
covered its former activity, and in all 
probability will never agairi be so rich 
a source of income to the colony, as it 
was previous" to"4912.

Wilson and that the high-minded, 
unselfishness and nobility of char- 
acter of the president stood'out pre- 
eminently and was a reflection of 
the best thought of the people.

tion, and in view of the fact that he 
had. as some believe, ample justifi- 
cation to plunge into a war which 
would have been popular and ac- 
companied with much self glorifi 
cation, he has steadily held back 
at the same time upholding the dig 
nity of our nation and the honor o 
our flag.
